It 43 to be noted that extensive investigation has 
been necessary in the past to locate KAUFMAN. His mother has 
furnished information in the past indicating that he does not 
maintain contact with his relatives. He has been described 
by an acquaintance as a "drifter," which description is borne 
out by investigation conducted 1n the past to locate him. 

It is also to be noted that no information on- 
cerning his activity in the Communist Par has been reported 
since the late 19l0's except that one BOB KAUFMAN, a former 
seaman, had been expelled from the Communist Party sometime 
in 1951. It is also to be noted that much of the information 
reported on BOB KAUFMAN cannot be positively identified as 
referring to the subject. 


While 15 1s felt that investigation will, 1п time, 
elicit information eventually leading to his whereabouts, 15 
does not appear that he would be in a position to furnish 
information of current interest to the Federal Bureau of
